St Joseph Aldermen Give the Ex­ 
celsior Gas Company a 


Black Eye. 


VOTE MAY BE RECONSIDERED. 


Soaoial Xeetinff for T hat Purpoaa 
to be Held Next Tuesday 
NIffht. 


The St. Joseph city counci Hast ni^ht 
defeated the franchise aeked for by the 
Excelsior Gas company. Three alder­ 
men were in favor of passing the meas­ 
ure and four opposed it. 
One of the 
councilmen was absent. 


The franchise asked the privilege to 
use the streets for the laying of pipes 
and differed from the old franchise only 
n the particular of granting from May 
1897. to May 1898, in which to commence 
work on constructing the system. 


When the franchise was sprung ufion 
tbe council it was evident that it would 
not receive the Indorsement of at least 
four of the aldermen—Doyle, Barnes, 
Swigert and Wilkinson, and the vote 
confirmed this suspician, those four 
councilmea voting against it. 
The 
franchise was supported by Aldermen 
Ricé, Brown and Preitag. 


Doyle and his followers gave out as a 
reason 
for opposing the franchise 
that they wanted more time to consider 
It. They did not believe in hasty ac­ 
tion in a matter of so much importance. 
The measure was pressed to a vote 
without much discussion, a fact which 
probably had more to do with its de­ 
feat than anything else. After the bal­ 
lot a discussion yias had and some of 
the dissenters then expressed them­ 
selves as not being antagonistic to the 
measure, but wanted time to consider 
it. 


A special meeting to take the fran­ 
chise up again was proposed and the 
aldermen all agreed to it and next 
Tuesday night the action by which the 
measure was defeated may be recon­ 
sidered. 


The construction of the system in St 
Joseph would mean an investment of 
190,000 and afford employment for many 
idle men. The citizens are inclined to 
criticise the action of tbe city council.

M ar Try to RoToka Chartsr of Oreater 
Vew York. 


New York, Nov. 17.—It is announced 
there are very gix>d grounds for be­ 
lieving that Senator Platt has a card 
in his hand which will be played to the 
dismay of Tammany and the conster­ 
nation of those who have lal>ored to 
bring about the municipal alliance that 
is known as Greater Now York. 
He 
will cheat the tiger of the spoils of ^ e 
recent election bv revoking the charter 
of Greater Now York. 


Startling as the announcement is, it 
is entirely within range of theiK)ssible. 
i*latt controls the state legislature by a 
safe majority, and this is the body that 
granted the Greater New York char­ 
ter. 
It is within its power to take 
back what it has given, and if Platt 
should will such action there is little 
doubt that the republican members of 
the two houses would do his bidding. 


.Should the charter be revoked the 
same conditions would prevail as were 
in force before the charter was granted 
and Brooklyn and New York became 
one. 
This will necessitate another 
election and the 
republicans could 
unite upon a candidate. 
The election 
by which Tamuiany ascended to power 
showed concluriively that had the op­ 
position been a unit in the support of 
any one candidate Tammany would 
have been defeated. 
• At present Platt is in very bad favor 
with bis oarty and anything he may do 
cannot serve lo injure him politically. 
On the contrary, if he wrests New 
York from the clutches of Tammany, 
he may regain his lost prestige. 
it is 
a.sserted that the charter will be re 
yoked upon some technical grounds of 
irregularity of passage.

Tlie law re(j[ulres that each director 
Hhall own ten snares of the slock of tlie 
bank in his own name and unpledged 
in any way.

an even greater field for its utility will 
be the private house. 


The irksomeness of having some of 
the infectious diseases in a mild form is 
multiplied tenfold by the enforced se- 
elusiou of the patient, who is suddenly 
out off from intercourse with the rest 
of the family 
Now. by the mere ad­ 
dition of this little instrument to the 
urnitnre of the apartment, it is possi­ 
ble for a sick person to keep op a con­ 
versation with any member of the rest 
of the fauiily. and in this way the te­ 
dium which IS inseparable from the 
compulsory isolation may be relieved.
